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THE NEWCASTLE TOWNSITE. 

The lloggan. Brorilft and Waddlugton Actions 
Against the E. ft N. Hallway Co. 

The following ia tliu judgment recentlj 
delivered by Mr. Justice Walkout in the 
test euse of Hoggan v. the Esiiuimnl' & 
Nanuimu Railway Co., conconifng the 
claim of plaintiff to a pre-emption of a 
portion of the Newcastle towiiBito re- 
aorvo : 

Owing to the reporter having left the 
court when the judgment in this case, 
which was an oral one, was given, it was 
not reported. At counsel's request I 
now give it, as far as 1 recollect it, in 
writing, for tho purpose of a pending ap- 
peal. Tho exhibits upon which i deter- 
mined the case, and which i had before 
me at the time, wero as fo lows : 

(a). Nanaimo District Government re- 
cord (exhibit H) of a reserve in 1855. of 
724 acres " for public purposes," 250 
acres for Indians, and 100 acres for roads 
— as agreed upon between the Home 
Government and tho Hudson's Hay com- 
pany; 

(«;. Tho Crown Colony (V. 1.) sur- 
veyor's plan showing the above reserves 
as laid out by him, by the then governor's 
instructions, with accompanying letter 
to tho governor, of March 2$, 18(10, (ex- 
hibit N); 

(e). Agreement between tho Colonial 
Surveyor and one Mr. Green for the sur- 
vey by the latter of Newcastle town and 
suburban lots, according to the then gov- 
ernment plan of Newcastle town, dated 
July 23, 1860, (exhibit 1); 

{(1). Original government plan, last 
mentioned, with partial subdivision of 
Newcastle site into town and suburban 
^lots, signed by Mr. Green (exhibit G); 

(<•). Advertisement of government sale 
by auction of town and suburban lots, 
dated September li, I860, (exhibit, ,1); 

(/.) Further advertisement of a simi- 
lar sale, in Government Gazette, pub- 
lished "by command" of the Governor, 
dated May 16th, 1805 (Exhibit L.): 

(ij.) Nanaimo District Government 
records (fcjxurbit K.) showing the town 
and suburban lots sold in 1800, 1805, 
1871, 1872, with prices, purchasers' 
names, and dates of Crown Grants issued 
to them: 

(h.) Dominion Patent conveying the 
Railway belt to the defendant Company 
21st April, 1887 (Exhibit E). 

1 deal only with the question of Re- 
serve or no Reserve — the main issue on 
trial; and, in tho view 1 took of it, con- 
sidered it needless to express any opinion 
upon two material objections rais. d by 
tho defense— tho first being, that the 
absence of privity of contract between 
plaintifi'anddefendant was, as inGandy vs. 
Gandy (30 C. D.) fatal to the plain till', 
and the next, that the difference between 
the deed and its plan in describing the 
laird claimed by plaiutiff was so great as 
as to be also fa al to him — tho deed be- 
ing that which was tendered to the de- 
fendant, before action, for execution. 

The reas ns given for tho judgment 
were, substantially, as follows : Accord- 
ing to the evidence the land claimed by 
plaintiff formed part of a reserve of 721 
acres made lor "public purposes" by tho 
Home Government on a sale of a much 
larger tract to tho Hudson Hay Company 
in March, 1855. ( Exhibit H). 

This reserve must havo been adopted 
as a site for tho tow»- of Newcastle be- 
tween the date of the Colonial Surveyor's 
report to tho Governor in March, 18(i0, 
(Exhibit N.) and that of tho agre ment 
between the serine officer and Mr. Green 
in July, 1800, (Exhibit 1,) to survey the 
reserve ; for the agreement provides that 
"Mr. Green should survey certain 
specified blocks, town |ot3 and suburban 
J'.'ts in Newcastle aa "uliuwn on map" of 
tho town of Newcaatlq then in tho Gov- 
ernment land oUice, Tho plan of tho 
town, therefore, exis od before the town- 
site was thus surveyed. 

After tho subdivision, ns defined oir 
the plan, had been made, town and sub- 
urban lots wero advertised by auction 
(Exhibit J), and thereupon sold in Uc o- 
lior, 1800, to various purchasers (Exhibit 
K.) 

A secotil public salo was advertised for 
a future day in tho (J vernment Gazette 
of May Hi, 1805 (Exhibit JN T ). Accordi g 
to tho advertisement, which bore the Big 
naturo of the Colonial Secretary, tho s d e 
was to take place " by His Excellency's 
command." Several town and suburban 
lots wore sold on the day of sale (Exhibit 
K.) V 

Tho townsite so established and the 
sales of lots so made have been recognized 
by every Government that has existed 
hero during the last thirty years, for pay- 
ments for the lots havo been accepted and 
Crown Grants to the purchasers issued 
from time to time up to 1885 (see Ex- 
hibit K.) 

The main contention on behalf of the 
plaintiff was that tho townsite reserve 
either had no existence, or was improper- 
ly made, as iro order in Council, estab- 
lishing it, could bo found. 

Tho answer to that is, that the public 
lands wero at tho time vested in the 
Crown of England, which was repre 
sontod here by tho Governor of the day ; 
and by his direction the t wusite was 
laid out and the town and suburban lots 
defined and sold. All these wore matters 
of ordinary constitutional authority, for 
ho had, under tho then Crown Colony 
system, almost autocratic power. He 
.might accept or reject tho advice 
of any of his officers, and was only 
answerable to the Colonial . (lice for his 
public acts, Orders in Council, in the 
TSOIlse referred to, would, therefore, havo 
boon useless. The reserve was made, as 
I have said, "for public purposes" in 
1885; and tho " public purpose," for such 
it was, to which it was subsequently de- 
voted was the establishment upon it of a 
Government townsite. The sales of lots 
in tho towusito served a "public pur- 
pose," for they added to tho public rev- 
enue, 

Tho preciso dato of tho governor's do- 
cisiooin favor of the townsite ia, in view 
of all that was publicly and officially dom 
iir relation to it, immaterial. Bo 
Whether so or not, the constitutional r ^ 
remains that the Governor had the r ()u?i 
to deal with the land Oil behalf 
Crown in such manner ns woul- 
opinion, best subserve the put 
est3. 

The plaintiffs case, as far 



judicata. In 1882 he applied at tho Gov 
eminent land i Dice (at Nanaimo) for leave 
to pre empt the land he now claims. That 
leavo was refused because tho land was 
part of tho Island Railway Reserve, 
woll as part of tho Newcastle townsite ro- 
survu. Ho made no appeal to ihe Courts 
here, as ho might have done, against this 
refusal. 

In 1884, tho Provincial Statute, unrler 
which tho plaintiff has brought this 
action, was passed. (See cap 14 of 1884.) 

The statute is a re-enactment, with 
slight modifications, of cap. 14 of 1883, 
and is, in effect, a legislative transfer of 
the Provincial lands comprised in the 
Island Railway belt to the Dominion 
Government, in aid of a projected railway 
between Esqumialt and Nanaimo. As 
any arro3t in tho settlement of those 
lands, pending the completion of the rail- 
way, would have inflicted injury on tho 
Province, it was provided* as far as pre- 
emptions wero concerned, that they 
should in tho interim be under control of 
tho Provincial Government, as agonts of 
the Dominion Government. 

In 1885, that is, before the railway was 
completed, tho plaintiff again applied, 
through his agent Mr. MeKonzie, and 
this time, directly to tho head of tho 
land department, Mr. Sinithe, for leave 
to pre-empt, Leave was refused in 
writing on tho ground that tho land ho 
claimed had for years past been part of the 
Newcastle townsite reserve. Ho never 
appealed from this decis on, nor did he 
make any protest, in respect of it, to tho 
Dominion authorities. My view of tho 
provision relative to the administration 
of tho lands is that the}' were as to pre- 
emptions to bo dealt with by the Pro- 
vincial authorities according to our own 
land laws; and this is the view upon 
which both Government-', as addmitted in 
a guinent, have acted. The patents to 
pro-emptors were to bo issued by the Do- 
minion Government as provided by cap. 
of 1883 of the Dominion S alutes. Now, 
whatever may be tho proper construction 
of the provision for the administration of 
the lands, that is to say, whether Mr. 
Smithe acted, on behalf of the 
Government of the Province, as 
principle or for the Government 
of Canada as its agent, his decision against 
the plaintiff on the ques ion of the land 
boing part of the townsite, would bo 
conclusive as against the plaintiff, as it 
was out appealed from. 1 n April, 1887, 
the Dominion Government conveyed the 
unsold portion of the townsite (as part, of 
the railway bolt) to the defendant com- 
pany, without notice of the plaintiff's 
claim, tho company being also purchasers 
wi bout notice. The plaintiff then 
renewed his pre-emption applicati 
the company, as the four years all 
to settlers for the acquisition of vacant 
land in the belt had not expired, This 
was, of course, somewhat absurd as the 
company could not adopt as its own tho 
preemption system of the province. It 
seems, however, to have done so. But 
assuming in favor c f tho plaintiff that ho 
applied to purchase, the company was 
rissht in refusing his request, The land 
was the company's, admittedly earned by 
the fulfilment of its railway obligations ; 
but it was, and still is, part of the New- 
castle townsite. The c inpany could not, 
if it would, havo consented to the 
townsite or any portion of it being di- 
verted from its original public purpose. 
It needs no authority for the proposition 
that every purchaser of lots ill the town 
or . suburbs of tho site had. or has, a 
vested int rest in its preservation, 
which could be legally enf reed. The 
legislative transfer of the site by tho Pro-, 
voice to the Dominion could not change 
its character or, in'other words, convert I 
townsite land or plots in o agricultural! 
pre-emption tracts of 100 acres each. It | 
was contended that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment should not have conveyed the 
railway belt to the company un- 
til the four , years mentioned in tho 
local statute had expired. If this wero 
correct, although I am inclined to think 
otherwise, the pla ntiffs remedy was. as 
I suggested at thy outset, against the 
Dominion Government in tho Exchequer 
Court. The validity of the defendant's 
patent cannot, in view of Farmer v. Liv- 
ingston, 8 S. 0. R., bo impeached in 
this action, as tho Dominsou Government 
is not a party to it. 

The plaintiff' never has beeir a settler 
on land for "agricultural purposes" 
within the meaning of the law, but has 
been a trespasser, off and on, for about 
eight years past, on a townsite. Tho ef- 
fect of his alleged improvements is, there- 
fore, not a question that I have to con- 
sider. Ho has persistently endeavoured, 
in the language of Mr. Justice Strong (in 
Fanner v, Livingstone, p. 156 -other- 
wise there applied.it is true — " to ac- 
quire the lands of the Crown without its 
assent, and even in direct opposition to 
the desire of tho Crown, to retain par- 
ticular parcels of land for public uses." 
He is virtually attempting the same thin 1 
now in another way and by means of tl j 
action, which must be dismissed

1 c was stated that meantime tho fence 
had been lixed. 

Tho letter was received and placed on 
file. 

From Miss Frasi"- " -'igning her posi- 
tion in the 6th Uiw.i.un of tho boys' 
school. 

The resignation was accepted. 

From Miss Armstrong inviting the 
School Board to attend tho closing exer- 
cises of the girls' school on the 17th hist. 

The invitation was accepted with 
thanks. 

A letter was read from a parent, com- 
plaining that his daughter had boon im- 
properly used at school and expolled. 
An explanatory letter from the teacher 
said that the girl had merely been sus- 
pended for copying, fallowed by falsehood 
and misconduct. 

After discussion, it was resolved that 
the explanation be received and filed unci 
a copy of it forwarded to the parents, 
with tho announcement that it was satis- 
factory. 

Tho Secretary reported that thero was 
a fund to the credit of the trustees 
amounting to Sl'.'IU, which had been 
raised for the gymnasium. 

It was resolved that the money remain 
in tho bank drawing interest as at pre- 
sent, with tiio hope that the government 
would fulfil its promise to put up a gym- 
nasium building. 

Tho secretary, in referring to the at- 
tendance report for November, said 
that it only showed a trifling falling otf 
from the previous mouth. 

It was observed that there were few, if 
any, punishments reported. 

Mr. Walker said that to his knowledge 
there were boys who loitered out of doors 
until after recess. An inspector should 
be appointed to look after such. 

The chairman said that in tho United 
States there ivere inspectors of truancies. 

Reference to the reports showed that 
there were but few references in them in 
regard to tariiuess. and it was resolved 
to ask the principals to see that this mat- 
ter was looked alter.

A BIG ROW 



Said to be Brewlne Between the Ogllvies and 
tho C. 1'. It. 

A Winnipeg dispatch announces that a 
big row is brewing between the Canadian 
Pacific and grain dealers. The railway is 
accused by many grain buyers of giving a 
big reduction on rates to tho Lake of the 
Woods Milling Compuny, which is con- 
trolled by road magnates, and tho Ogilvies. 
Both firms are the biggest grain dealers in 
the country. These two linns are paying 
such high figures for wheat that all other 
dealers have been forced to retiro from coin- 
petition as buyers. They cluim that the 
road must bo giving a rebate to tho firms

IS THIS TRUE? 

It is assorted, with how much truth it 
is impossible to say, that tho Behring's 
Sen question would have been settled be- 
fore this if it wore not forPresid nt Har- 
rison. Mr. Blaine and Sir Julian Paunco- 
fote, the story goes, had agroed to sub- 
mit the whole question to arbitration, 
and a final settlement appeared to bo only 
a question of a few months. President 
Harrison interposed at this juncture and 
insisted that while the arbitration wns 
going on British sealers should be ex- 
cluded from the Sea, while its whole ex- 
panse would be free to American sealers. 
Lord Salisbury, of course, would nut 
agree to this, but proposed that while 
the settlement was pending the sealers of 
neither nation should be allowed to hunt 
outside what are acknowledged to he tho 
territorial waters of tho United States. 

It was seen that the consent to the ex- 
clusion of British sealers alone would lie 
an acknowledgment, of the American 
claim — a virtual confession that the Brit- 
ish contention was not well-grounded. 
Secretary BlaillO is said to have admitted 
the force of Lord Salisbury's objection, 
but President Harrison insisted upon tho 
Brit sh going before tile Court of Arbi ra- 
tion handicapped by the concession thai 
he demanded, and so the negotiations 
came to a standstill. This account may 
he true, or it may be tho work of an in- 
genious journalist's imagination. But, 
whatever the Amount of credit that may 
bo given it, one thing is certain, that for 
some cause or other the negotiations have 
ended in nothing.

The ratepayers having signi'ied their 
willingness to extend tho city's limits, it 
now remains for tho persons owning pro- 
perty in the urea proposed to be included 
to give thoir nonsnnfc t'i annexation. We 
trust that these property-owners will give 
the matter a very oareful consideration. 
A hasty decision in an affair of this kind 
is exceedingly apt to ho an unwise ono. 
It is pretty sure to he made on a pnrtial 
view of tho position and on superficial 
grounds. It will be for those who will 
he required to vote upon their annexa- 
tion to the city to look to 
tho future, as well as to tho pre- 
sent, The proximity of their proper- 
ty to the city litis airotuly been of groat 
advantage to them. It has, without the 
expenditure of a single dollar on their 
part, added very greatly to the vtiluo of 
their property. They cannot but have] 
observed that the extension of tho tram- 
way beyond the city's limits has greatly 
enhanced tho value of real estate in its 
vicinity. It litis done this becauso it has 
brought tho properties nearer to the 
con'ro of business and affords a prospect 
of extending to people living in tho su- 
burbs all tho conveniences of the city. 
But, if it is seen that those who want to 
hive suburban residences must hereafter 
do without a convenient wa'er sup- 
ply, that they, during tha wet season, 
must trudgo to their homes through the 
mud and in the dark, the demand for 
l)ts outside the city will very soon fill 1 
off.

family to the inconveniences which an 
uncurtain supply of, it may be ndifferent, 
water is sure to cause. When ho knows 
that, added to thits inconvenience, he will 
have neither sidowalk nor light, nor 
polico protection, nor drainage, nor postal 
accommodation, the charms of a suburb- 
an residence will, in his estimation, loso 
their attractiveness. All these draw- 
backs, too, will have their effect on the 
speculators in real estate. They will see 
that their prospect of selling property 
outside the city's limits for residential 
or other purposes, will bo greatly dimin- 
ished, and they, consequently, will not 
to inclined to givo high prices for lots 
that would, if thoy wgro inside tho city's 
bounds, bo very desirable. 

For the reasons wo havo given if 
the property owners consent to tho 
projected extension of the city's 
bounds their land will immediately 
increase in value, and will keep on in- 
creasing us long as the oity is prosperous.

He did not 
mako his appearance until his caso was 
called. The first matter disposed of con- 
cerned most directly a carpenter named 
George Edwards, who misconducted him- 
self Jwhilo drunk, Sunday morning. Ho 
was fined §10, without costs. 

THOMAS HAMPTON 

waB next accused of stealing an overcoat, 
value §8, tho proporty of one Michael 
Welsh. The complainant Welsh, in hia 
evidence, said that ho and tho prisoner 
lived in adjoining cabins on Chatham 
street. Ho went nut with tho Douglas to 
repair the Gulf cable, and returning 
found hia overcoat had been taken from 
his cabin, which ho locked on leaving 
homo. Identified a coat produced as his. 
Had found ic in Oneness' second hand 
store, Johnson street. 

IS. Coonesa positively identified pri- 
soner ii3 tho man from whom he bought 
the coat, paying §2. Could not swear 
what day the purchase was made ; thought 
ic was Tuesday last. 

George Brown, mate of tho Yosemite, 
was called by the prisonor and deposed 
that Hampton was on board ship on 
Tuesday morning and working all weok. 

Supt. Sheppard said that he could prove 
prisoner had visited the cabins, Tuesday 
night, and .that tho Yosemite did not 
leave until late Wednesday morning, but 
his honor preferred to give the accused 
the benefit of the doubt, however light, 
and dismissod the case. 

THE BIO AMY CASE. 

The ease of J. J. Daley, charged with 
bigamy, was next taken up, Mr. Taylor, 
(EberU & Taylor), appearing for tho pro- 
section, and Mr. S. P. Mills representing 
the defence. 

Mr. Taylor applied for a remand of 
•eight days, when, he statod, ho would in- 
troduce further fresh ovidenco in support 
of the information, and of necessity ap- 
ply for another remand. Witnesses 
were required from New Zealand to prove 
the lirst marriage, the only material evi- 
dence in tho case. 

Counsel for tho defence protested 
strongly agaiivat the adjournment. Said 
he, " We live in a free country, and men 
are not generally arrested and thrown 
into jail during a long continuation of 
adjournments. My client will be kept 
in the luck-up for months, and in all pro- 
bability the ovidonce promised will never 
be produced, and the whole prosecution 
will fail." 

His Honor— Is the defendant in cus- 
tudy or on bail. 

Mr. Mills— In custody. 

Mr, Taylor — Wo are quite willing to 
accept reasonable bail ? 

Mr. Miils — Tho rjsult of the action 
already taken has been the ruination of 
tho young man. His business is now in 
tho hands of hia creditors. The course 
pursued by some party interested in this 
prosecution is most outrageous. 

His Honor (to Mr. Taylor)— Is it not 
customary to produce some evidence be- 
fore asking for a remand ( 

Mr. Taylor, i i rep'y, contrasted tho 
present case with that generally styled as 
the Procter minder case. Procter had 
been held in custody for upwards of six 
months, by a series of remands, on a 
charge of murder, before oven a murder 
had been proved to have been com- 
mitted. Tho only thing that could be 
provod in W a> the marriage of Daley 
and Miss (irugR. The Chief oi Police 
had reasonable grounds on which to de- 
tain Daley, until the first wife, who had 
offered to come, could bo brought from 
New Zealand. She had been sent for, 
and would no doubt be here as soon as 
possible. 

Mr. Mills again contended that there 
should be some real evidence before the 
court, before an adjournment was asked 
for. There was no evidence boforo tho 
vourt noW| only suspicions, and it would 
he in order for tho court to dismiss the 
charge, and when evidence was in hand 
the accused could be re-arrested. This 
would bo tho manly course, but tho way 
pursued— to hold an unconvicted' man in 
jail for three months, waiting the evi- 
dence — was most unfair. 

Mr. Taylor — In othor words, you say 
you hav'o your man now and no ovidenco, 
got your evidence and you'll have no man. 

This Mr. Mils indignantly repudiated, 
and bail was finally fixed at $500 and tho 
Case remanded. 

EDWARD JEFFREY 

-was next charged with stealing #20, a 
watch and chain and an Oddfellow's 
badge, valued at $50, the property of one 
Thomas Manuel. 

The prosecutor stated that ho was a 
cabinet worker and lived on Store street. 
On Saturday morning last ho called in at 
tho Prince of Wales saloon on his way 
homo from the Oddfellows' dancing 
party. The prisoner was tending bar 
and there was a lady playing tho piano. 
After I'ottiug a glass of beer from prison- 
er witness foil asleep. Woke-up some 
time later and, feeling for hia watch, 
found that it had been stolen, us well as 
money and badge.

And whorcos It Is estimated that the cost of 
acquiring land suitable for a site therefor in 
said city will be $15,000, which sum it Is pro- 
posed to raise by way of loan upon tho credit of 
the City as hereinafter mentioned, 

And whereas it will rcquiro tho sum of 
32,198. !)0 to be raised annually by f special rate 
for paying tho debt Intended to ho hereby 
created and tho interest thereof. 

And whereas tho uniount of tho whole rate- 
able property of tho said Corporation, according 
to the last revised assessment roll, |3S!),353,1!)1, 
irrespective of any future Increase of the rate- 
able property of the municipality and of any 
Income in tho naturo of tolls, intorest, or 
dividends from tho work, or from any stock, 
shares or intorest. in the work upon which the 
money so to be raised or any part thereof is 
intended to be invented, and also irrespective 
of any income from the temporary Investment 
of tho sinking fund or any part thereof, 

And whereas for paying the interest and 
creating an equal yoarly sinking fund for pay- 
ing the principal of tho said debt, intended to 
be hereby created according to the Municipality 
act, 1880, and amending Act, an annual special 
rnto of 21-1000 of 1 per cent, in the dollar will 
boroquired. 

And whereas it is intended to reduce the 
general rate so that the said special rate shall 
not increase the total rate of taxation.
